March 51.— A petition tor a spacial session of the 
legislature to reduce th*' tax levy b> more than $ I .nun,hon, was pre­ 
sented to Governor McGovern today bv Secretary of State Donald, Attorney 
General Owen and Lieutenant Governor Morris, alter a conference with 
the governor lasting all forenoon. 
State Treasurer Henry Johnson later 
signed the petition. 
Copies of the petition are to be circulated among members of the 
legislature and citizens of the state. 
The petition recites that in response to public 
demand appropria­ 
tion? totalling $6,000,000 were passed by th** last legislature for high­ 
ways and building purposes intended to have been spread over a period of 
four years. 
Because the appropriation bill failed to so specify, the pe­ 
titioners say, t h a t sum must be levied in taxes in two years. 
They 
want the law amended at a special session to express the intention of the 
legislature. 
An hour before the four state officers arrived, the governor had re­ 
ceived information of their mission. 
The officers were in conference for 
over an hour, but refused afterwards to discuss the governor's views. U h 
told them that he would give the petition thoughtful consideration.

The law enacted in response to this demand could only pro­ 
vide such aid from current receipts of tile state treasury. 
The consti­ 
tution prevents the future of Wisconsin being burdened by a bonded 
indebtedness as in other states. 
No longer than a year ago public sen­ 
timent, so far as it could be in te rp o l od. approved the law. 
l a d e r its provisions, the appropriations for state aid grew from 
$350,000 for the fiscal year 1912.to $1.650.ann for t i,e year 1913. and 
provision is made by tile legislature fcr $ 1,2 0 0 .eon for the year 1914. 
lite demands tor state aid rose, by action of voters iii town 
meetings, 
from $450,000 for 1912 *0 $830,00o for 1913 and to $1,550,000 for 1914.

The remission of nearly $2.OOO,OOO state taxes in 1912 made the 
state taxes that year abnormally low, but it necessitated an increase 
in the levy of 1913, collected in 19 14, to restore a working balance in 
the state treasury. 
This remission, together with these large appropriations, 
resulted 
in increasing the state tax levy from an average of less than $3,500,000 
to $7,600,000 for 1913, and in increasing county and local levies for 
highway aid by an additional $3,000,000. 
By taking into account the unexpended balance at the end of this 
year. tile legislature may reduce the next state levy 
for 
highway aid 
alone $ 1,0 0 0 ,00 0 and still leave available nearly $8 0 0,000 for state 
highway aid for ’ 915. 
It is fair to assume that the county and lo­ 
cal levies for state highways will each he reduced 
by 
an 
equal 
amount, thus effecting a total reduction of $3,000,000 in the taxes for 
state highways to be collected at the end of this year. 
Further amendments should be made, either at a special or at the 
next regular session of the legislature, limiting the amount of state aid 
and also giving to localities a larger control over the amounts to be rais­ 
ed for state highway purposes.
